HAT he was Conſtituted One of the Commiffioners of Prizes in 1694, and not before; that 
there were all along Seven or Eight Commiſtioners of the Prizes in Commiſſion with Mr, Paſchal, 
and ſo continu'd *til the End of the War, and of this Commiſhon, 
That about Five Years before Mr, Paſchal was a Commiſlioner, there were ſeveral Hundreds of 
| Ships taken by Privateers ; that upon Condemnation were in the Manageinent of a diſtin Office un- 
der the Lords of the Admiralty, called the Receivers of Perquiſites, and not accountable for in the Prize-Office, 

That alſo the Prize-Office, and the then Commiſſioners thereof, had for Five Years, before Mr. Paſchal! was a 
Commiſſioner, many Prizes under their own Management, 

That after Mr. Paſchal! was a Commiſſioner, there were ſeveral Accompts made up, and laid before the Auditor, 
by Order of the Treaſury, and afterwards laid before the former Commiſſioners of the Publick Accompts, and no 
Objection made unto them, 

That all along there was a Treaſurer Conſtituted by His Majeſty, by a diſtinct Commiſſion in the ſaid Office, 
ad Off all the Money ariſing by the Sale of Prizes; and there was alſo all along an Accomptant-General in 
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That Mr. Pg/ckg! neyer receiv'd One Penny ( except his Sallary only,) and therefore was advis'd, he was not 


accountable, unleſs for Miſmanagement of Sales, or for Fraud or Deceipt in the ſaid Office ; in which Particulars it is 
not pretended he 1s any ways guilty. 


hat the laſt Commiſſioners of Accompts, heing enabled by a Clauſe to take 2n Account of Prizes, were pleas'd 
to dire& Mr. Paſchal, and all the other Commiſſioners, and their Officers, to make up the Accompts according to a 
Scheme deliver'd to them by the ſaid Commifſioners of Accompts, which upon Examination plainly ap 


ar'd to be 
in many Particulars impracticable 3 fqnqaltho' the ſaid Mr. Paſchal and Mr. Parkhurſt d:liver'd ina Arty Accompt 


currant, and alſo by tranſcribing about Six Volumes of Books, endeavour'd with all the Care and Application imagi- 
nable to put the Accompts in the Methqd of tte Taid Scheme, ( which was however impoſfible to be done ), yet 
for nat doing the ſame, Mr. Paſchal! has heen cantinu'd a Priſoner in the Tower tor many Weeks. | 

And now there is, in the Bill before the Lords concerning Taking and Stating the Accompts, a Clauſe, that Mr. 
Paſchal and Mr. Parkburſt ſhould be committed Priſoners to the Tower of Londoz to the end of the next Seffions of 
Parhament, in Caſe a full Accompt and: Certificate of all Prizes during the late War (in the Method and Form 
to be preſcrib'd by the Commiſſioners therein named ) be not made up and deliver'd by them upon Oath before 
the Firſt Day of September next ; which Clauſe the ſaid Mr. Paſchal humbly hopes ſhall not pals as part of the Bill, i 
regard, | . 
» That the ſame requires him, and only One other of the Commiſſioners, to make up a!l the Accompts of Pri- 
zes upon Oath from the beginning of the Wat, when there were Seven other Commilſlioners equally, at leaſt 
concern'd with the ſaid Mr. Paſchal, who was not a Commiſhoner for above Five Years of the time; and al- 
ſo there were ſeveral Hundred Ships taken by Privateers as Prizes, which were not accountable or accounted 
for in the Prize-Office (before the Privateer A) but receiv'd and accountab'e for by the Receivers of the 
Perquiſites of the Admiralty, which however by this Clauſe Mr, Paſchal is-mad= accountable for, 

11, For that Mr. Paſchat never meddled with any of the Moneys, nor «conceived himſelf accountable for any 
thing but the Sale of the Prizes, altho* he muſt now (by this Clauſe) Account for all Prizes taken for Five 
Years before he was a Commiſſioner, or any ways concern'd therein, 

HT. For: that this Clauſe puts him perfe&ly under the Power of the Comillioners (not to account according to Law) 

© but to account according to the Scheme they ſhall give, under the Penalty, in Etr.t of perpetual Impriſon- 
ment z and the Commiſſioners having already given one impracticable Scheme, it is very probable the Sch:m2 
will not be much amended.
